THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OP  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1969 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  1969. 

The  Urban  District  of  Uymondham  covers  10,959  acres  and  had  an 
estimated  mid-year  population  of  7*910,  an  increase  of  490  persons 
over  the  previous  year. 

Fortunately,  and  also  it  should  be  noted,  largely  due  to  the 
excellent  services  executed  by  the  Council’s  staff,  no  great  public 
health  calamity  overtook  us  during  the  year  under  review.  However, 
as  100/6  efficiency  is  never  achieved  in  any  form  of  human  enterprise, 
the  small  percentage  of  error  which  seems  inevitable  could  possibly 
cause  more  disaster  in  the  field  of  Public  Health  than  any  other  every 
day  enterprise.  In  this  respect  the  number  of  cases  of  typhoid 
contracted  overseas  and  returning  to  this  country  to  be  diagnosed 
and  treated  immediately  springs  to  mind.  The  comparatively  long 
delay  between  being  infected  by  disease  producing  agents  and  the 
evidence  of  their  ill  effects  appearing  could  equally  well  apoly  to 
many  other  dangerous  infections  common  in  other  countries  but 
oractically  unknown  for  many  years  in  the  U,K„  The  ever  increasing 
volume  of  soeedy  long  distance  travel  would  appear  to  make  their 
importation  into  this  country  inevitable. 

Typhoid  is  spread  through  the  agency  of  food  and  drink  from  the 
bowels  of  an  infected  person  to  innocent  consumers.  Perhaps  the 
weakest  link  in  the  chain  of  transmission  is  that  the  culprit  may 
feel  and  appear  quite  healthy.  If  we  now  turn  to  table  14  -  Notifications 
of  Infectious  Diseases,  without  diseases  attributable  to  infections 
of  the  bowel  (dysentery  and  food  poisoning)  the  numbers  of  infections 
notified  would  be  far  less.  If  we  add  to  this  fact  that  one  of 
the  commonest  complaints  encountered  is  diarrhoea  a  very  large 
percentage  of  which  are  undoubtedly  due  to  infected  food  but  never 
notified,  it  will  be  appreciated  how  far  we  still  have  to  go  before 
preventive  methods  are  fully  effective. 

One  of  the  greatest  problems  in  present  day  Public  Health  is 
to  know  how  to  strengthen  these  weak  links  of  control  so  that  no 
break  down  can  or  will  occur. 

The  two  greatest  defences  of  public  health  control,  clean 
wat er  supply  and  efficient  sewage  disposal  have  their  own  weak 
links  and  are  not  yet  universal  throughout  the  country.  Another 
all  important  public  health  control,  namely  refuse  disposal  constantly 
threatens  to  be  overwhelmed  by  public  demand.  Even  were  this  to 
come  about  the  consequences  would  be  nothing  compared  with  the 
flood  tide  of  uncontrolled  industrial  waste  which  is  looming  up  in 
the  rapidly  advancing  future. 


■'e  in  the  Public  Health  Department  make  constant  endeavours 
towards  the  solution  and  improvement  of  all  these  problems.  This, 
in  one  respect,  is  an  endeavour  to  by-pass  the  factor  of  the  weakness 
of  human  nature  so  that  the  human  race  is  spared  what  would  be  the 
natural  consequences  of  its  own  ineptitude. 

Far  from  satisfactory  in  my  experience  are  some  aspects  of  food 
handling.  Hot  only  is  the  washing  of  hands  too  often  haphazard  (and 
how  many  handling  cold  cooked  meats  etc.  for  public  consumption  bother 
to  scrub  their  fingernails  regularly?)  but  also  raw  meat  potentially 
contaminated  with  disease  carrying  germs  which  ’would  normally  be 
rendered  harmless  in  cooking  are  allowed  to  contaminate  preparation 
tables  of  cooked  food  ready  for  consumption.  Also,  it  should  be  added, 
they  are  sometimes  not  cooked  sufficiently  to  kill  off  bacteria  which 
may  be  lurking  deep  down.  The  faulty  defrosting  and  cooking  of  chickens 
is  a  well  recognised  source  of  bowel  infection. 

All  food  handlers  in  the  public  sector  should  have  a  first-class 
knowledge  of  food  hygiene  and  a  well  developed  conscience  in  applying 
it.  Little  can  be  done  by  officers  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
except  to  see  that  necessary  facilities  are  provided  and  give  instruction 
for  their  use.  The  proper  execution  must  come  from  within  the  industry 
itself  and  is  an  urgent  necessity. 

On  a  happier  theme  it  will  be  noted  also  from  Table  14  that  the 
number  of  notified  cases  of  measles  is  very  much  diminished.  It  is 
perhaps  too  early  to  be  certain  that  this  is  the  consequence  of  the 
new  vaccine,  but  it  would  seem  reasonable  to  implicate  its  beneficial 
effect. 

The  small  fall  in  the  number  of  births  for  the  year  in  Area  5  may 
be  due  to  the  use  of  the  contraceptive  pill.  My  own  impression  is  that 
contraceptive  guidance  and  help  is  not  yet  as  easily  available  as 
it  should  be  and  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  still  occurring 
would  seem  to  support  this. 

On  my  previous  thame  on  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases  from 
abroad  it  is  a  disquieting  fact  that  only  about  half  the  children 
under  p  years  of  age  are  being  notified  as  having  been  vaccinated 
against  smallpox.  It  is  possible  that  not  all  children  being- 
protected  are  being  notified,  but  I  suspect  that  all  too  many 
parents  have  been  lulled  into  a  sense  of  false  security  which  we 
should  do  everything  possible  to  dispel. 

Dealing  with  the  problem  of  protecting  children’ s  teeth  by 
the  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  has  met  opposition  at  local 
government  level  from  one  district  in  Area  5.  This  has  occurred 
in  spite  of  irrefutable  evidence  of  its  beneficial  effects  and 
harmlessness  from  international  experts  covering  a  period  of  many 
years.  One  had  hoped  for  more  understanding  of  the  problems  of 
preventive  medicine  as  far  as  the  general  public  was  concerned 
by  the  Public  Health  Committees  of  these  Councils  and  greater 
faith  in  the  integrity  of  expert  advice  at  a  National  level. 

Spurious  arguments,  all  of  which  have  been  ably  refuted  by  the 
experts,  have  nevertheless  been  supported  eagerly,  often  by  otherwise 
reasonable  and  intelligent  people.  It  is  disappointing  that  genuine 
evidence  could  not  be  differentiated  from  ingenious  opposition, 
leading  to  a  decision  which  would  do  great  disservice  to  the  promotion 
of  public  health  unless  it  is  reversed  at  the  National  level. 


I  would  like  to  thank  the  chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  never  failing  interest  in  all  matters 
appertaining  to  the  health  of  the  District. 

It  also  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  commend  the  Health  Inspector 
and  members  of  his  staff  for  their  excellent  vrork  and  the  happy 
relationship  they  have  maintained  with  me  throughout  the  year.

The  progress  in  dealing  with  sub-standard  houses  continued  to  be  slow* 
During  the  year  orders  were  made  in  respect  of  5  houses  but  only  four 
families  were  rehoused.  This  rate  of  progress  can  hardly  be  considered 
satisfactory# 

New  Housing  Progress 

During  the  year  242  dwellings  v/ere  completed,  all  by  Private  enterprise, 
at  year  end  177  Private  and  23  Council  dwellings  were  under  construction. 

The  position  with  regard  to  post-war  housing  at  the  3^st  December,  19&9* 
was  that  a  total  of  1,552  units  of  habitation  had  been  completed  and  occupied, 
15  temporary  and  417  permanent  dwellings  provided  by  the  Council  and  1,120 
by  private  enterprise.  The  dwellings  built  by  the  Council  are  made  up  as

Regrouping  of  Water  Undertaking 

South  Norfolk  Water  Board 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  Formal  Notice  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  &  Local  Government  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  South  Norfolk  Water  Board  Order 
1969,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  22nd  January  1969  and  fixed  the  appointed  day 
as  being  1st  March  and  the  date  of  transfer  1st  April  1969° 

Later  it  was  agreed  that  the  Council  should  carry  on  the  undertaking  for  a 
further  12  months  as  agents  for  the  South  Norfolk  Water  Board . 

As  your  Council  were  only  acting  as  Agents  from  the  1st  April,  1969  1  omit 
part  of  the  detailed  report  on  water  supply  provided  in  previous  years. 

Head works 


The  statutory  supply  of  the  Urban  Council’s  water  undertaking  was  the  v/hole  of 
the  Urban  District  and  approximately  950  acres  within  the  Rural  District  of  Forehoe 
&  Hensteado  In  addition  about  39*000  gallons  of  water  was  supplied  in  bulk  annually 
to  the  latter  Rural  District . 

The  pumping  station  is  situated  at  Wicklewood  in  the  Rural  District  of  Forehoe  & 
Henstead.  The  headworks  comprise  five  12”  boreholes  approximately  300  ft.  in  depth. 
The  normal  average  rest  level  is  8l ’5"  and  the  pumping  level  (at  8,000  g.p.h.)  99 ’6" 
The  concrete  reservoir  has  a  capacity  of  240,000  gallons,  the  top  water  level  being 
226  ft.  above  ordnance  datum.  The  water  is  softened,  aerated  and  chlorinated. 

Boreholes  Nos.  1,  3  and  5  are  capable  of  pumping  10,000  gallons  per  hour  and 
boreholes  Nos.  2  and  4  are  capable  of  about  6,000  gallons  per  hour.

A  water  supply  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  to  the  whole  of  the  supply 

area. 

During  the  year  several  complaints  were  received  from  consumers  stating  the  water 
was  very  discoloured.  This  was  mainly  due  to  iron  precipitating  in  the  distribution 
system.

A  total  of  42  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  various  sections  of  the 
distribution  system  for  bacteriological  examination,  16  as  routine  samples 
and  26  from  various  new  mains. 

Where  samples  from  new  mains  were  unsatisfactory  the  mains  v/ere 
resterilised  and  further  samples  taken  with  satisfactory  results. 

In  addition  six  samples  were  taken  from  private  wells  and  bores. 

Details  of  full  chemical  analysis  of  the  raw  water  is  given  on  Folio  12. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  SEWERAGE 


Sewage  Disposal  V/orks 

The  works  at  Chapel  Lane  which  include  screens,  detritus  tanks, 
sedimentation  tanks,  bacteriological  filters,  humus  tanks,  conventional 
sludge  drying  beds  and  storm  water  tanks. 

The  usual  difficulties  were  experienced  in  the  disposal  of  sludge  from 
the  drying  beds. 

As  mentioned  in  my  previous  report  for  1968  the  works  are  overloaded 
both  bacteriologically  and  hydraulically  and  parts  are  subject  to  flooding. 
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At  the  beginning  of  tho  yea. r  a  report  was  received  from  the  Council's  Consulting 
Engineers  outlining  their  proposals  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the  sewage  works 
as  follows 

1.  Provide  the  two  new  pumps  of  approximately  20,000  gallons  per  hour 
total  capacity  for  recycling  final  effluent  for  secondary  humus  settlement. 

2.  Increase  the  capacity  of  the  works  erected  in  1962  by  deepening  the 
filters,  dosing  chamber  and  sedimentation  tanks.  Provide  new  inlet 
works  and  pumps  to  lift  the  incoming  flow  to  the  required  new  level. 

3.  Provide  an  automatic  penstock  and  effluent  pump  to  overcome  back  flooding 
when  the  river  level  rises. 

4.  Build  a  new  extension  to  the  works  comprising  sedimentation  tanks, 
filter  beds,  humus  tanks  and  extra  pump  capacity. 

5.  Provide  a  complete  mechanical  sludge  treatment  plant  including  all 
ancillary  consolidation  tanks  etc. 

The  Council  instructed  their  Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  detailed 
calculations  and  drawings  together  with  estimates  of  cost  for  submission  and  approval 
of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local  Government. 

Sewerage  System 

I  have  mentioned  in  previous  reports  that  the  main  outfall  sewer  has  become 
overloaded  and  during  the  year  a  report  was  submitted  to  the  Council  by  the  Council's 
Consulting  Engineers  proposing  the  construction  of  a  main  cut-off  sewer. 

This  new  cut-off  sewer  would  follow  roughly  the  same  line  as  the  existing 
sewer  and  at  the  sewage  works  would  be  18"  in  diameter  reducing  to  9"  in  diameter 
at  its  highest  point  near  Norwich  Road  and  would  pick  up  the  flows  at  six  points 
as  follows :-

The  Council  instructed  their  Consulting  Engineers  to  finalise  the  details  of  the 
scheme  for  submission  to  and  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 
The  work  to  be  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  proposed  extension  of  the  sewage 
works. 

Public  Health  Laboratory 

The  proposed  Laboratory  mentioned  in  my  last  report  for  the  analysis  of 
sewage  effluent  and  other  samples,  including  an  advisory  service  on  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  sewage  disposal  works,  was  established  at  Attleborough  and  has  provided 
a  satisfactory  service. 

During  the  year  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Norfolk  County  Council  stating 
that  the  Chemist  at  the  Attleborough  Laboratory  had  terminated  her  appointment.  It 
was  also  stated  that  steps  to  fill  the  vacancy  had  now  been  successful. 


The  adjoining  Rural  District  Council  empties  cesspools  when  necessary  within  the 
Urban  District.  The  Rural  District  Council  charged  your  Council  £2  per  load  for  the 
first  three  months  of  the  year  until  1st  April,  1969  when  the  charge  was  increased 
to  £3  per  load  as  from  1st  April,  1969*  Where  no  sewer  is  available  the  Council  has 
allowed  one  free  emptying  per  year  and  in  other  cases  the  full  cost  of  £3  is  recovered 
from  the  person  requiring  this  service. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


The  18  cu.yd.  Dual  Tip  Refuse  Collection  vehicle  with  Packet  Plate, 
purchased  in  October,  19&7  has  given  good  service  during  the  year.  The 
above  vehicle  collects  all  the  domestic  refuse  within  the  town  and  some  of 
the  trade  refuse  is  collected  by  lorry. 

There  is  a  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  in  the  town  area  and 
a  fortnightly  collection  in  the  rural  parts  of  the  district .  The  rural 
parts  of  the  district  are  collected  by  a  Contractor,  and  the  weekly 
collection  on  the  Lizard  is  also  carried  out  by  a  Contractor  as  the  refuse 
vehicle  is  too  large  to  go  under  the  Lizard  Bridge  and  from  September  some 
trade  refuse  has  been  collected  by  a  Contractor.

Pail  closets  within  the  weekly  collection  area  were  emptied  by  the 
refuse  collectors  using  the  highway  lorry  until  the  18th  July  when  an 
arrangement  was  made  with  an  adjoining  Rural  District  Council  to  carry  out 
the  work  by  Contract.  The  number  of  pail  closets  emptied  weekly  is  now  32. 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  and  a  charge  made  of  3U  in  the  pound  of 
the  Rateable  Value  of  the  premises  concerned. 

Domestic  and  trade  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Council’s  Strayground 
Lane  tip.  Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  as  and  when  suitable  covering 
material  is  available. 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  with  a  local  contractor  to  tidy  up  and 
level  the  top  of  the  tip  at  least  once  a  week,  and  this  has  enabled  the  tip 
to  be  maintained  in  a  much  more  satisfactory  condition. 

As  the  existing  refuse  tip  was  reaching  its  capacity  it  was  estimated 
that  there  was  only  room  for  capacity  for  another  one  or  tv/o  years  refuse. 

It  was  resolved  that  negotiations  be  opened  for  the  purchase  of  3<>Q95  acres 
of  land  at  Strayground  Lane  adjoining  the  existing  tip  and  for  which 
Planning  Permission  had  already  been  granted.

Remarks : - 

This  water  is  of  very  good  organic  quality  and  there  is  no  chemical  evidence 
of  pollution.  The  analysis  as  a  whole  agrees  well  with  that  of  previous  samples 

from  the  same  source,  except  that  the  chloride  content  is  significantly  lower  than 
we  have  ever  found  before.  The  iron  content  is  also  the  highest  figure  that  we 
have  recorded  for  some  time. 


Neither  of  these  differences  is  of  importance,  since  the  iron  is  removed 
from  the  water  before  it  goes  into  supply.  In  our  opinion,  this  water  after 
treatment  should  be  suitable  for  drinking  and  general  purposes.
